CHAPTER 71 
CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN SCHOOLS 

S.F. 52 

AN ACT to prohibit the use of corporal punishment in accredited schools. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. NEW SECTION. 280.21 CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 
An employee of an accredited public school district, accredited nonpublic school, or area edu­

cation agency shall not inflict, or cause to be inflicted, corporal punishment upon a student. For 
purposes of this section, "corporal punishment" means the intentional physical punishment 
of a student. An employee's physical contact with the body of a student is justified if it is 
reasonable and necessary under the circumstances and is not designed or intended to cause 
pain or if the employee uses reasonable force, as defined under section 704.1, for the protec­
tion of the employee, the student, or other students; to obtain the possession of a weapon or 
other dangerous object within a student's control; or for the protection of property.
